C o l u s a , June 25th.—In the M iller m ur­ 
der trial to day tho prosecution closed, and 
Jackson H atch, counsel for the defense, 
made the opening statem ent, tracing the 
line and policy of the defensp, in which he 
first presented the legal aspect of the case, 
and announced that the circumstances fui- 
rcuoding the defsndant at the tim e of the 
homicide were such as to justify the killing, 
and cited the law btaring upon self de.'euse. 
The case would open up family affairs, and 
expose the life of lha now dead. 
Dr. Glenn 
and M iller had been life-loDg friends. 
Their 
famili-B were ulso bound by the clo est of 
friendship. 
Tais ft m idship had its incep­ 
tion in Mis-ouri. 
Mr. M iller at one time was 
am erchautin St. Louis, and not only pros­ 
perous but in affluent circumstances. 
As to 
the brass-knuckles mentioned in the testi- 
mouy, they had been purchased by M iller in 
St. Louis, he having a custom of going 
home from business late, and would plsce the 
brass knuckles on bis hands. 
Mr. M iller 
met with reverses, came to California, and in 
1875 he went into business in Jacinto, being 
aided by D r. Glenn. 
Here again he failed. 
Later on he went into business in Coluea, his 
note being indorsed by Dr. Gleun. 
Here he 
also failed, but first called ou Dr. Glenn, his 
life-long friend, to take possession of what 
little property he had left. 
During ail this 
time the brass knuckles, which have become 
almost a fatal heirloom, had been thrown aud 
kicked about among the effects of the family. 
Mr. Miller was much depressed after his last 
failure. 
He hadn’t a cent left, and did not 
know 
what 
to 
do. 
Finally ha 
con­ 
cluded 
to 
go 
to 
h¡3 
son-in-law’s 
at 
Willows. H is 
eon 
Tommy 
packed 
his valise, and in doing so asked, “ Shall I 
put in tha brass knuckles?” The father re­ 
plied that he did not care whether he did or 
uot, and the knuckles were dm ppsd inte the 
satchel. 
H e then went t j Wiliows, and af­ 
terward found occupation with Mr. G arnett, 
herding geese. 
He became quite au expert 
shot. 
I t was M iller’s custom, which is quito 
a c-mmon ore, to p’ace a cloth around the 
wads of his gun, to give the charge an addi­ 
tional impetus. 
A bout the first of January 
last Dr. Glenn rode over to W illou s with 
Mrs. Prsten and asked Miller to go up to J a ­ 
cinto and keen his books. 
M illar replied 
that he had a situation, ard did not wish to 
leave it nukes assured of a perm anent posi­ 
tion. 
The doetor asked if he was drinking, 
ar.d Miller rapHef, “ You know w hat 1 am. 
I have not teen drinking for some tim e.” 
Finally arrangements were made by which 
Miller was to keep the books at Jacinto for 
§7"> a month. 
Ou arriving thera ha found 
that he not only had to keep the books of the 
hotel, saloon and store, but also run the dis­ 
count business of Mr?. Posten, she having 
some money at the tr.orp, with which she was 
discounting the money ordera given 
tho 
laborers on the ranch by Dr. Glenn, the rate 
of the discount being snch as the temper of 
the men would Btar.d. 
He sooa found th at 
his porition was a most unpleasant one. 
Dr. 
Gleun was much under the influrnc) of tha 
womaD, Mrs. Posten. 
She was in the store 
and everywhere. 
The prisonerould not talk 
of business with Dr. Glenn but Mrs. Posten 
would take a part In it. 
In short, Mrs. 
PosteH ran the ranch. 
The woman became 
much dissatisfied with the manner in which 
Miller ran the discount business, and w hat 
with 
her 
complaints 
and 
having 
a 
quarrel with each man with whom he settlod, 
owing to the Posten discount, his position 
became very 
unpleasant. 
One day Dr. 
Glenn came to him and said th at Mrs. 
Posten was dissatisfied with him, and wanted 
M r. Dargen, the old bookkeeper, hac-V. M iller 
said that was not fair to him. 
He had been 
takeu from a place where he was makmg a 
livi g, and it did not look ju3t the thing to 
discharge him ao soon. 
“ Very well,” said 
Glenn. " I will see them about it.” Soon 
after this Mrs. Posten camo to M iller and 
asked what the people in the neighborhood 
thought of her. 
M iller declined to answer, 
saying he did not know what the people 
thought, 
lleing pressed for an answer, he 
asked, “ Does Dr. Glenn think you are a 
lad y ?” 
“ Yes, be does,” said the Rosebud 
of Jacinto.” 
" Well, I don’r,” said Miller. 
To which Mrs. posten retorieJ, “ Well, if I 
am not a lady, then Mrs. Glenn is not a 
lady,” and proceeded to relate sorre scandals 
about the doctor’s family. 
M iller said he 
highly esteemed Mrs. Glenn, and he would 
not listen to ar.y scandal. 
Sha 
offered 
to prove what she ¡aid 
by producing 
letters, b et M iller declined to look at them. 
The woman renewed her proposition to pro­ 
duce the letters on the next day. 
M iller de­ 
clined to read the letters, which Mrs. Posten 
claimed was a request from Mrs. Glenn that 
she be not exposed. A t this time Mrs. Posten 
had complete control of Dr. G lenr. 
She sat 
at his right hand at the table. 
His sons and 
other members of his family would sit at the 
some table. 
The night following the day of 
the esc nd refusal to read the letters was the 
one on which Dr. Glenn said, “ Huram , I 
w-ish to speak to you.” 
Miller followed the 
doctor into Mrs. P sten’s bsdroom. 
The 
“ Rosebud” was also there, and the doctor 
accused Miller of having Insulted the wom­ 
an. 
M ill-r said th at he had merely sought 
to protect the honor of Glenn’s family, 
whereupon the doctor struck him between 
the eyes, breaking the bridge of his nose. 
The doctor's rage increased, and the “ Rose­ 
bud” pointed a pistol at Miller, dariog him to 
deny that he had insulted her. 
W hereupon 
the doctor again struck him, blacking his eye 
and knocking him down. 
After which ha 
kicked him on the leg and other places. 
The 
blood poured from (he injuries, Miller being 
drenched with his own blood. 
Daring a'.l 
this Miller never once thought of striking 
Glenn, their previous relati m had been 
such. 
The now frenzied man would have 
undoubtedly killed Miller, had not the “ Rose­ 
bud ” said, “ You have done enough, boy ; ” 
she always called him boy. 
“ Don’t strike 
him sny more.” Glenn then discharged M il­ 
ler from his employ. 
Counsel tfcea recited 
the efforts cf M iller to get hi- gun repaired, 
in order that be might r-fffs it. 
He also 
stated that M iller had used the bra a kauckl- a 
as a paper weight on his de.-k in the store, 
and Dr. Glenn had once re.m8rk?d that it was 
a queer paper weight. 
After his discharge 
he had one day placed them in his pocket, 
where 
they 
remained 
to 
the 
time 
of his capture. 
Oae day in the middle 
of 
tha week 
af er 
M iller’s 
discharge, 
he was going past the gate of Mrs. Posten’s 
house, when the “ Rosebud ” asked him, 
“ W here are yon 
going V 
H e replied, 
“ Over to the store.” Upon which she siid, 
“ You had better not, 
Glenn is over there, 
and will break your neck. 
W e w. re ta'king 
about that m atter this morning.” M iller 
took the advice and did not go to the store. 
Counsel made a detailed statem ent of the 
movements of Miller, and, coming down to 
the time of tho homicide, eaid Miller was 
walking ah ng with his gun in hand, intend­ 
ing to take it to M aupin to rtfffs. 
He 
had his bat drawn down over his eyee, 
and as he Btepped upon the porch of the 
hotel ho almost jostled against Dr. Glenn. 
The doctor turned quickly, and said, “ You 
damned scoundrel, havon't you left here yet,” 
and wheeled aroHnd and attem pted to grab 
the gun. 
M iller drew back, firmly deter­ 
mined not to give up the possession of the 
gun. 
He placed his left hatid on the barrel, 
aDdwdth his right cocked it. 
" Y o u cock 
your guu on me, do you?” said GlenD, in 
a great rage, 
and wheeled 
around and 
p'.unged his hand in his overcoat pocket. 
A t 
this moment the gun was discharged, prem­ 
aturely, as alleged by defendant, he thinking 
he had his finger on the guard instead of the 
tripeer. 
A 9pirit of mob law existed, and de­ 
fendant naturally fied. 
The possession of 
the dirk counsel accounted for by stating 
th at M iller had purchased it at Chico to de­ 
fend himself with, Bhould Glenn again attack 
him. 
The statem ent was very elaborate, and 
ente red m inutely into details. 
The taking cf 
testimony for the defense will begin to-mor­ 
row evening.

H e joined the army in California and 
served one year.

the Indian ring got down on Streeter because 
he would RDeak his mind about their doiDgs, 
and they finally got him dismissed the serv­ 
ice, 
They succeeded io having him declared 
au outlaw, and a price was placed on his 
head. 
This drove him beyond the pale of 
civilization, aDd he has since been a big man 
among the ApAches.

ual training school in Chicago, and th a t a 
sum of over £100,000 has a'ready been 
advanced for its endowm ent. 
O ar in­ 
dustrial necessities, and the probable m anu­ 
facturing im portance of this State, suggest 
the idea th a t th e establishm ent of a school 
in California comprising the scheme of the 
kindergarten, the common school and the 
industrial school, w ould be of great advan­ 
tage to the youth of this Slate, where the 
difficulties in the way of obtaining thor­ 
ough mechanical instruction are alm ost in­ 
surm ountable, and the avenues to trades 
are few and very narrow . 
Indeed, no 
State in the Union is in such need of a 
mechanical training-school as California— 
it may said to be a vital necessity to the 
proper bringing up of tho oncoming gen­ 
eration of boys. 
If we are to have such a 
school, however, we m ust rely upon private 
endow m ent for its m aintenance. 
There is 
surplus w ealth sufficient in the State ; 
there is willing w ealth sufficient to eive us 


a technical school of a high order. 
I t is 
propable th a t the only thing to prevent its 
investm ent in tho m anner suggested is the 
feeling of trepidation th a t seized upon 
capitalists in California b u t a few years 
ago, and th at has not yet been so dissi­ 
pated as to asture them th a t this people is 
not the enem y of capital, a?, in tru th , the 
masses are not. 
No loftier nor more en­ 
during m onum ent to th eir public spirit 
could be erected, than such as half a dozen 
rich m en of this State, who could be 
nam ed, m ight build to their own liberal­ 
ity by the founding of such a school in 
California, for instance, as th a t conducted 


b y the N ew Y ork Society for E thical 
C ulture, b n t modified to answ er to the 
necessities of the youth of this State and 
th e dem and for mechanical instruction. 


H R . 
BAYARD’S 
IDEA. 


Mr. Bayard, in an argumentative com 
munication to a New York paper, takes a 
position in which he is understood to hold 
that tariff laws are in contravention of the 
Constitution, for private property can only 
be taken for public use on just compensa­ 
tion being made. 
He contends that “ no' 
where in this country can the sovereign 
power take the property of one person to 
bestow it upon another, with or without 
compensation, and the form of exaction is 
immaterial.” In other words, any tax col­ 
lected must be in the name of and for the 
use of the United States. 
From the read­ 
ing it is difficult to decide whether Mr. 
Bayard means to be understood as holding 
that all the tariff laws arc unconstitu­ 
tional; probably he does not wish to be so 
interpreted. 
This is not a new view of 
the tariff question. 
It has been advanced 
in various forms, but has never, we be­ 
lieve, been brought before the Courts, 
which would indicate that its advocates 
are doubtful of its strength. Certainly the 
opportunities to test it are ample. 
Thc- 
letter gives the New York Times occasion to 
cite a case by which the matter can be ad­ 
judicated and set at rest. It is very simple. 
The dnty on friction matches brought into 
the country is thirty-five per cent. 
This 
was the result of a motion made by Mr, 
Bayard himself. 
The rate laid is not for 
revenue, the return in 18&2 being only 
S7S1 .88 from this source.

WIRED WAIFS. 


The necessity for fire drills in schools ; 
drills of the m ost severe character, and 
often repeated, was made vividly m anifest 
in N ew Y ork the other day. 
Tw enty-one 
hundred children were in a public school- 
house, having am ple means of exit— more 
th an in any other in the country. 
Y et a 
panic occurred because of th e appearance 
of an insect fam iliarly known a sa “ devil’s 
darning needle." 
One of th e children 
scream ed as it hum m ed by it, another 
cried fire, and in an in stant th e alarm 
flew from room to room, and floor to floor, 
and all was confusion. By only the m erest 
m argin did the teachers prevent a fearful 
result. 
F ortunately 
th e 
fire 
drill 
is 
practiced 
once 
a 
w eek 
in 
th a t 
school, 
and 
th e 
faculty 
and 
elder 
pupils by its means and by applying 
and enforcing commands w ith m uscular 
vigor rig h t and left, held the vast num ber 
of little ones in order until th ey could be 
m arched into the halls. 
Fourteen police­ 
men came to their aid, and even then only 
by greatest exertion could blocking up of 
the stairw ays be prevented and 
fresh 
panics averted. 
W h at added to the terror 
of the children w as th e gathering of a 
crowd in front of the building, shouting 
and yelling, and seeking to force an en­ 
trance. 
I t is m anifest th a t no m atter how 
num erous the stairwayH, how broad, how 
ample the exits, 1gs3 of life will occur in 
school-house panics unless there is some­ 
thing else, and th a t som ething else is the 
fire drill. 
I t m ust be frequent, pitiless 
alm ost, and th e elder pupils m ust be m ade 
officers w ith responsibility attaching to 
them . 
They th u s become an auxiliary 
force to the teachers, well distributed and 
eapable of checking fright sooner than the 
teachers can. 
Then, too, the children 
m ust be tau g h t th a t safety alcne is in 
sured by orderly discharge from the build­ 
ing, and th a t death is certain to follow a 
panic. 
This is done by drilling them in a 
way to impreea upon them the danger of 
crow ding and blocking up an exit. 
The 
subject is one of m uch interest, and especi 
ally in cities should engage the earnest a t­ 
tention of School Boards, which should 
enlist the aid of com petent m ilitary drill 
m asters. 


TH E 
SCOTT 
LAW 
AGAIN. 


T he Scott law has been argued before 
the Suprem e C ourt of Ohio and subm itted. 
There is danger th at, as in so m any cases 
of im portant issues, it will go off upon 
technical points. 
T he opponents of this 
law, the scheme of which we recently ou t­ 
lined in these columns, secured a County 
A uditor who declined to give the notice 
for retu rn of the tax statem ents made 
necessary by the A ct.

Court. 
B u t now, when the appeal has 
gone 3afe’.y up, these D em ocratic oppo­ 
nents, for political purposes, raise a side 
issue and seek to send the case off on that. 
They contend th a t th e Court cannot, by 
application for m andam us, compel the A u­ 
ditor to give the notice after the ten days 
w ithin which the notice should have been 
given have lapsed. 
If this b it of insincer­ 
ity prevails, the whole m atter will be prc- 
oipitated into the Ohio campaign w ithout 
a judicial determ ination of th e constitu­ 
tional question, and the confusion result­ 
ing will be productive of good to neither 
party.

The conviction and sentence to penal 
servitude of the woman Louise M ichel is a 
trium ph for 
republican institutions in 
France. 
I t has been doubted if th a t noted 
personage could ever be brought to punish­ 
m ent in Paris. 
H er crim es have not been 
m erely political—b y her acts as well as her 
teachings she has caused hum an blood to 
flow. 
H er punishm ent will go far tow ard 
inspiring in the com m unistic class in the 
gutters of Paris a w hohsom e fear of the 
law. 
H er doctrine was, " T e a r down the 
whole social edifice and begin over again. ” 
Deluded by her own fanaticism , a penal 
term in New Caledonia, after fightipg in 
th e streets of Paris under the red flag of 
the Commune, did not cool her ardor for 
uprooting things th a t are, and supplanting 
them w ith her own visionary scheme of 
social forms. 
Perhaps her new service as 
a crim inal will convince her th a t the con­ 
servative forces of society are more stable 
than she has dream ed.

A Convention is to be held in October 
next of all people directly interested in 
th e levees of the M ississippi river. 
If the 
purpose of tho Convention is to devise 
meanB and adopt system atic m ethods to 
check the overflow of the river, to the end 
th a t adjacent lands m ay be preserved ; and 
if action is had upon the basis th a t such 
works as are necessary should be erected at 
local cost, the convocation will m eet w ith 
public com m endation. 
B ut if the aim is 
to create a public sentim ent in favor of 
building reclam ation w orks at the expense 
cf the nation, tho scheme should be con­ 
dem ned. 
T he Federal G overnm ent may 
well direct its attention to th e improve 
m ent of the navigation of th e stream in 
the interests of commerce, b nt has no

INTELLIGENCE. 


CITY- BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 
The City Fathers met at the tew City Hall 
at 10 A. u. yesterday. The Chief Engineer 
of the water works weekly report was re­ 
ceived and filed. 
Jamea N. Porter, City Treasurer, appeared 
before the Board, stating that §52,000 of the 
city funds were still in the hands of the form­ 
er City Treasurer, W. E. Chamberlain, not­ 
withstanding he had made a legal demand 
for the name. 
It appears that ex-City Treasurer Chamber­ 
lain, for fear of p -r. onal responsibility under 
a writ of mandamus fr m the Superior Court, 
issued on account of bond suits against the 
Treasurer, has been withholding §50,000 from 
Treasurer Porter. City Attorney Anderson 
baa procured on order making the suits 
against Treasurer Porter. Yesterday at ti e 
request of Mr. Chamberlain the C.ity Trus­ 
tees passed an order for him to transfer the 
funds to Mr. Porter, thus relieving the form­ 
er from all responsibility. 
The following resolutions of intention were 
passed : To construct a sewer in the alley be­ 
tween I and J, Fifth and Eighth streets, and 
to pave with cobble Tenth street, between J 
and K. 
A petition from the junk dealers who have 
store» was read, asking for an increase of 
license on junk pcadlers from $5 to §25, 
Taken nnder advisement. 
The Board levied a special tax of 30 cents 
on the §100 of taxable property to pay the 
$30.000 voted by the citizenB toward the erec­ 
tion of the State Expisition building. The 
roll is being made out. The tax will be pay­ 
able on and after July 2d and delinquent 
after July 30.h, when 5 per cent, will be 
added. 
The Board of Health of the city of Sac­ 
ramento recommend that it is necessary for 
the public health and cleanliness of the city 
of Sacramento that the following described 
block and lots should be filled : The block 
bounded by P and <J, Fifth and Sixth ; aiso 
lot I, P and Q Fifth and Sixth, and lot 3. Q 
and 11, Fourth and Fifth streets. The 
Health Officer was directed to ser' e notice 
on the owners of the properly, ordering the 
abatement of the nuisance, and if the same 
was not attended to immediately to cau.-e 
their arrest for maintaining a nuisance. 
A remonstrance was received from owners 
of property fronting on M Etreet, from Sec­ 
ond to Tenth, protesting agaiust it being 
graded. Acti n was postponed. 
The Street Commissioner was directed to 
ad vertise for sealed proposals for extending 
the thirty-inch pipe on P street, between 
Nineteenth and Twentieth, to O street, with 
twentydnch iron sewer pipe. 
The petition of Mrs. S. E. Clayton for per­ 
mission to construct 
frame barn was ¡aid 
over for one week. M. Sieinmetz opposed 
the granting of the petition, 
When lira. Clayton saw S’einmetz wi h 
his petition standing at the bar, her feelings 
got the better of her, and she gave the man 
who dared file a remonstrance against her 
building a little barn on the rear end of her 
lot, a tongue lashing not soon to be forgot­ 
ten by those present, especially Steinmetz. 
After allowing a large number of bills the 
Beard adjourned. 
The W bestlino M atch.—Muldoon and 
Pigal gave au exhibition of Graeco-Roman 
wrestling at the Metropolitan Theater last 
evening. There was present a very good au­ 
dience. It was certainly a representative 
one. If any dame imagines that her "hub­ 
by” was at the “ lodge” or engaged in pro­ 
fessional vocations last evening, let her disa­ 
buse herself of that fond belief. But, for the 
matter of that, there was no reason why the 
dame should not have been present. It was 
an athletic exhibition, probably much like 
those her predecessors of ancient Greece and 
Rome vie wed with delight from thestony seats 
of the old amphitheaters. Nominally it was 
a wrestling match of a series of three for a 
purse. Probably, however, it was an ath­ 
letic exhibition for a division of the “ gate 
money.”. Muldoon is a man of massive 
build—a modern Hercules. Iiigal is a ccm- 
pact but abbreviated body, skillful and as 
wiry as could be desired, but no match for 
his Celtic competitor. There were but two 
rounds. In both Muldoon won by throwing 
bis antagonist and forcing both shoulders to 
the floor, which constitutes the test of vic­ 
tory. The men were not allowed to “ trip,” 
but wore required to grasp each other about 
the body above the waist, or by the wrists or 
arms. Muldoon won the first fall in sixteen 
and a half minutes, and the Eecond in eight. 
At the conclusion of the “ match ” Muldoon 
addressed the audier.es in a very neat and 
modest Bpeech, that gave evidence of Intelli­ 
gence of no mean order. II» offered to wrestle 
with any of the auditors, and guaranteed 
to show them how it was done, and yet to 
handle them “ like a baby.” But there were 
no citizens present ambitious to ehow up the 
meagerness of their muscle beside the 
Bplendid proportions of the athlete. Then he 
gave the spectators a little lecture. He 
claimed that alt the chief muscles of the 
body can be trained to do one's biddiag. 
" Hard muscle" is not an essential, nor is it 
an evidence of proper training. Nature gives 
us muscular development for use. It is cur 
duty to put it to U3s. This anyone can do 
by practice and patience. As an example, 
tbe atldete s'ood erect, and showed how at 
will he could move the muscles of the breast, 
and the abdomen, and those of the upper and 
the forearm, etc. Then he bowed himself 
out, and the wrestling match was over. 
E ncampments.—Colonel Sheehan, of the 
First Artillery Regimeat, called on Ad­ 
jutant-General Cosby yesterday, in regard to 
the proposed encampment of th9 regiment, 
and was informed that permission would be 
granted, provided tbe regiment waived all 
claim to a State allowance. A committea of 
ths Board of Offi cers of the regiment has been 
appointed to solicit subscriptions from the 
friends of the regiment for funds to carry cn 
ths encampment. Woodland in subscriptions 
and privileges has guaranteed about $1,500. 
The Colonel has received a letter from Wood­ 
land stating that the subscription in that city 
can be raised Beveral hundred dollars. Lieu- 
tenant-Coionel Guthrie went to Woodland 
yesterday to view the situation. The com­ 
panies of the regiment have been asked to 
assess themselves $100 eacb, which they will 
undoubtedly willingly da, and the prospects 
for the encampment are brightening on all 
sides. A special order was issued yesterday 
from the Adjutant-General s office granting 
permission to Colonel J ohn H. Dickenson, 
commanding First Infantry Regimen*,Sesond 
Brigade, N. G. C.. to take his command into 
camp on condition of waving all claim to 
State allowance, as provided in Section 2022 
of the Political Code. The regiment will go 
into camp at San Jose on the SOth mst. The 
necessary camp equipments were shipped by 
the State last evening. 
R esignation A ccepted.—A meeting was 
held last evening by the Congregational 
Church, at which a letter was received from 
Rev. Dr. Dwinell, declining to withdraw his 
resignation as pastor, which was tendered 
gome time since, and which the church had 
refused to act upon or accept. It was re­ 
quested through the letter that action be 
taken upon the resignation, and that it be ac­ 
cented, subject to the approval of a council. 
Af .er many aid deep expressions of regret the 
resolution was finally, but very reluctantly 
accepted. 
M exican V eteran D ead.—Geo. Schei- 
bal, a veteran of the Mexican war, died in 
this city yesterday, aged 77 years. He was 
Second Lieutenant of the Third Regiment 
Missouri Mounted Volunteers, and served 
throughout the Mexican war, having been in 
many of tbe prominent battles.

He was a native cf ©bio, aged 55 
years. The remains weie removed to the 
'Coroner’s office, and after holding an inquest 
last evening, they were removed to his late 
residence. The jury rendered a verdict that 
the accident was the “ result of his own care­ 
lessness and imprudence.”

L iuiae Michel, the auarehis*, a portrait of 
whom appears above, has just b:en convicted 
of attempts to iacite the populace of Paris to 
deeds of 
violence. 
She ha3 
been sen­ 
tenced to six years’ impria nni^nt, and ten 
years of polics surveillance. This means that 
she must, after the term of h r imprisonment, 
repott at s:a*ed periods to the head of the po­ 
lice of tho district in which she resides. 
Louise is a kindly-lookhc, mild-spoken, mid­ 
dle aged woman. 
But her doctrines are 
anarchist. She believes in the (o’al destruc­ 
tion of the social fabric, with a view to re- 
buildirsr a better oce. 
She fought under the 
red 
fhg 
of 
the 
Commune 
in Paris 
when the streets ran with blood, and for her 
infamy was exiled to Xew Calf duuia. 
Her 
punishment did not tame her spirit. She was 
pardoned, and returned oaly to resume her 
old rule of turbulence, speikinp at political 
clubs, and urging to deeds of violence. She 
is said, despite her masculine attributes, to be 
rather tender-hearted, and to have done many 
generous and charitable acts. 
As a loader 
she exercised a great influence among the 
lower classes in France. 


RAILROAD COMMISSION. 


DISCUSSION UPON 1 HE REDUCTION OF 
FREIGHTS AND FARES 


Extracts from the Newly-Drawn Tables of 
Passenger 
Rates 
Between 
Various Points. 


[Special to the Rkcord-Ukiox.J 
Sas F baxcisoo, June 25 h.—The Board of 
Railroad Commissionors m et a t 11 A. M. to ­ 
day, all the members present, and also quite 
an audience beside?. 
James Patterson, President of the Mechan­ 
ics’Congress, appeared, t.a he said, to express 
the sentiments of the mechanical c.ast-es. 
The mechanics, he said, believed a reduction 
in railroad passenger fares should he made, 
but were willing that th*? corporations aff ; ctea 
should be all* Wed a fair interest on the money 
invested in the enterprise-. 
He understood 
the policy ef the railroads was to charge on 
the products of the s< il all th y c .uld tear, a 
policy disastrous to developmant if tho in­ 
dustries of the State. Ho thought the rail­ 
roads could stand a reasonable reduction ; 
that they could afford to cany passengers at 
nearly the same rates as the Eastern road?, 
and that the increased travel following suon 
reductions would keep the iccame of the rail­ 
roads up to nearly the present figures. 
He 
instanced the Sacramento Valley and Placer- 
ville road, on which fares ranged fr- m nine 
to ten cents per mile, as one wnieh prevented 
the development of the county of El U r..do. 
Mr. Carpsnter iuterposed lo say that while 
Le did not believe the raUsoa the Plaearvi le 
road were low euough, he knew the people ot 
El Horado were anxious to have the road o i 
any terms. 
He had a petition from sev ra! 
citizens, signifying that a reducti n to s.x 
cents per mile wou'.d give s>thfaction. 
.Jabez Turner, leader of a delegation r,f me­ 
chanics in the employ of the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company at Saciaaieuto, and f or­ 
merly Mayor of that city, appeared bafore 
the Board in reference to the statements made 
at a previous meeting by George B. Merriam. 
He stated that when several me hat.icsof the 
company had heard of Merriam’s remarks a 
meeting had been held, without any official 
pressure, at which resolutions were adopted 
controverting them. 
He presented the reso­ 
lutions, in which it was asserted thot any re­ 
duction in fares would affect the wages of 
every workingman in the S.ate. 
Mr. Carpenter asked what he meant by 
that expression. 
Mr. Turner said the railroads employed so 
many more men than any other firm that a 
reduction of wages would bs the signal for re­ 
ducing all over the State. 
If the company’s 
income was reduced, wages wou'.d probably 
have to be treated the same. 
He knew per­ 
sonally that many of tho foundries of San 
Francisco had brought pressure on th3 com­ 
pany to make them reduce the wages they 
were now paying their mechanics. Any mao, 
he said, who told the Board that a reduction 
of service on the railroads was in the interest 
of labor, was not a friend ef the workingman. 
The Central Pacific was now pay iug better 
wages than any company cast of the R icky 
Mountains. Their employes did not wish the 
present rate of wages disturbed. 
Mr. Foote asked the speaker several ques­ 
tions. Mr. Turner, who Boated that he had 
worked for the railroad at Sacramento for 
twelve years, answered one question that over 
three hundred men had signed the resolutions 
voluntarily, and that no suggestions had been 
made from headquarters. 
George B. Merriam replied to the state­ 
ment of Turner, asserting that the empljyea 
of the railroad were raising their wives and 
children in cellars and attics, because they 
were Dot paid enough to support them in 
decency. 
If the company reduced the wages 
of its workmen after a three-cant-psr-mile 
resolution went into effect, the Board could 
reduce their fares again, Lnd keep on reduc­ 
ing until the corporations had nad enough. 
I. B. Wheeler, of Oakland, who eaid he ap­ 
peared for the liberty-loving 
people of 
America, gava his idea of fixing fares and 
freight?. 
He would arrive at tho cost of 
transportation and then allow Mr. Stanford a 
fair profit—not a profit on tho value of the 
road, for that had been built by ths people— 
but on the money he had actually invested in 
the enterprise. The road had cost but 25 per 
cent, of the money given by the people to con­ 
struct it. He would allow Governor Stan­ 
ford about S50.000 a year for his rervices ¡d 
operating the road. 
He figured tho cost of 
runnicg a ten-car train to New York at $500, 
This he doubled, ard dividing by the ca- 
pacily of erch cor. found that a man could be 
carried to New York for less than $2. At 
this rate he thought everybody would go 
East, and that the roads would be crowded 
wirii trains. 
He thought a reduction of 
three centB a mile was altogether too liberal. 
Ic could be rhown that the railroads tould be 
operated and a great profit made at tuch a 
rate. 
Mr. Carpenter prrsenfed the following 
order, which he asked the Board to adopt: 
It Is ordered that the Central Pacific and the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Companies, for them­ 
selves and leased linos, and also all other railroad 
companies having an office in San Francisco, be, and 
they are hereby required to appear before this 
Board,: t its office In taij city, on Wednesday, the 
27th day of June, 1SS3, at 10 o'clock of said day, 
then and there to show cause, if any they have, why 
reductions on ra'escf freights to tide water and 
thence to all interior poin:s in this State should not 
be made as fallows : 
First— An average reduction of from 10 to 20 per 
cent, for moving grain to tide water from the fol­ 
lowing interior paint*, namely: Willows to Rose­ 
ville Junction, Yolo to Sacramento, Knights to Sum­ 
ner, Curtis to Huron, Soledad to Arena, Eden Yale 
and others. 
Second—3uch a reduction, not less than 'I3J per 
cent on present rates for car-load lots of gram for 
seeding and feeding purposes from poiJts on tide 
water to all interior points in the State, as shall 
make the rates on graiu the same from and to the 
interior. 
Third—The average reduction of rates equal to 20 
per cent, on flour and mill stuffs from mills at tide 
water and other manufacturing points to aii interior 
point* in the State- 
Fourth—An average reduction of present rates 
equal to 35 per cent, on all kinds of household 
goods and furniture and on emigrants’ moveables in 
car-load lots in all directions to ail point* in the 
State 
Fifth— An average reduction of 20 per cent, on 
present rates for rence wire .in car-load lots to all 
points in the State. 
Sixth—An average reduction of 35 per cent, on 
rates for blacksmith's coal, dairy and table salt and 
other articles of the same class, in ear load lots to 
all poi'.ts in the State. 
Seventh—An average reduction of 20 per cent, on 
the carriage of grain sacks, agricultural implements, 
wagons and vehicles of all kinds to all points in the 
State. 
Eighth—Why reductions on present rates for the 
transp jrtetion of wool and also live stock, especially 
in less than car-load lots, should not he made. 
It is farther ordered that the time for showing 
such cause as aforesaid shall be limited to said day. 
The afternoon session was mainly taken np 
by M. R. Leverson, who advocated the adop­ 
tion of the echedu’e on a three cent basis. 
Humphreys said he desired either to amend 
his schedule or present a substitute for it. 
The matter was laid over until to-mcrrow. 
The following table is an extract from the 
various tables of new rates drawn up by 
Andrus, Secretary of the Board. 
In no 
case has there been an increase of rate?. 
Where present rate3 are below four cents per 
mile, such rates remain unchanged. 
But in 
other instances rater have been reduced Jto 
four or Bix cents p?r mile, according to cir­ 
cumstances. Thus on levels ef moderate 
grades the redaction is made to four cents, 
while cn heavy grade? the rate has been re­ 


duced to six cents. 
Reductions range from 
13 to 55 per cent., the average being abor * 40 
per cent. This reduction of 40 per cen*„ will, 
it is anticipated, reduce the gross re-jgjpts of 
the railroad about 12 per cent. 
Except be­ 
tween M ound City and Yum»( ciumner and 
San Fernando, Sacramento 
»nd 
Shingle 
Sprirgs, Mojave and Goff?,, Cape Horn aud 
Truckee, Proctor’s and tire Stats line, where 
the rat6 is six cents a mile, fares have been 
reduced, when above this fignre, to a uniform 
rate of four cents per mile :
